of His Majeſties EccleſraFflicall (ourts and Miniſters, 
are according to the La pes of the Realme. 


= Hereas in ſome of the libellous Bookes 
ee and Pamphicts lately publiſhed, the moſt 

5 erxerend Fathers in God, the Lords Arch- 
„ biſlops, and Biſhops of the Realme, are 
aid ro have uſurped upon His Maieſties 

L 8 Prerogative Royall, and to have proceeded 
een the High Commiſſion and other Eccle- 
ſiaſticall Courts, contrary to the Lawes and Statutes of the 
Realme,

Realme , It was ordered by His Maieſties high Court of 
Starre-C hamber the twelfth day of june laſt, that the opi · 
nion of the two Lords, chicfeJadtices , the Lord chiefe Ba- 
ron, and the reſt of the Judges and Barons, ſhould bee had 
and certified in theſe particulars, viz. Whether Proceſſes 
may not iſſue out of the Eccleſiaſticall Courts inthe names of 
the Biſhops? Whether a Patent under the great Seale be ne- 
ceſſary for the keeping the Eccleſiaſticall Courts, and ena- 
bling Citations, Suſpenſions, Excommunications, and other 
Cenſures of the Church ? And whether the Citations ought 
to be in the Kings name, and under his Seale of Armes, and 
the like forInſtitutions and Inductions to Benefices, and cor- 
rection of Eccleſiaſticall Offences ? Whether Biſhops, Arch» 
deacons, and other Fccleſiaſticall perſons may or ought to 
keepe any Viſitation at any time, unleſſe they have expreſſe 
Commiſſion or Patent under the great Scale of Eng/and to 
doe it, and that as His Majeſties Viſitors onely, and in His 
Name and Right alone. 

Whereupon, his Majeſties faid Iudges having taken the 
fame into their ſetious conſideration, did unanimouſly con- 
curse and agree in opin ion, and the firſt day ot luly laſt cer- 
tified. under their hands as followeth : That Proceſſes may 
iſſue out of the Eccleſiaſticall Courts in the name of the Bi- 
ſhops; And thata Patent under the great Scale is not neceſ- 
fary for the keeping ot the ſaid Eccleſiaſticall Courts, or for 
the enabling · of Citations, Suſpenſions, Excommunications, 
and other cenſures of the Church; And that it is notnecek 
fary that Summons, Citations, or other Proceſſes Eccleſia- 
ſticall in the ſaid Courts, or Inſtitutions,or Inductions to Be- 
nefices,or correction of Eccleſiaſticall Offences by cenſure in 
thoſe Courts, be inthe Kings Name, or with the ſtile ofthe 
King, or under the Kings Scale, or that their Seales of Office 
haue in them the Kings Armes; And that the Statute of primo 


Edpardiſexil,cap ſecunde,which enacted the contrary is not now. 
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in force: And that the Biſhops, Archdeacons, & other Eccle- 
ſiaſticall perſons, may keepe their V iſitations as uſually they 
haue done, without Commiſſiom under the great Scale of Ex- 
gland ſo to doe: Which opinions & reſolutions beeing decla- 
red under the hands of alt his Majeſties ſaid Iudges, & fo cer- 
tified into his Court of Star: Chamber, were there recorded: 
And it vas by that Court further ordered the fourth day of 
the ſaid moneth of july, that the {aid Certificate ſhould be 
enrolled in all other His Majeſties Courts at Weſtminſter, and 
in the High Commiſfion , and other Ecclefiaſticall Courts, 
for the ſatisfaction of all men, that the proceedings in the 
High Commiſſion, & other Eccleſiaſticall Courts, are agree- 
able to the Lawes and Statutes of the Realme. | 
And His Royall Majeſtic hath thought fir, with advice of 
his Councell, that a publike declaration of theſe the opinions 
and reſolutions of His Reverend & Learned Judges , beeing 
agreeable to the ludgements & Reſolutions of former times, 
ſhould bee made knowne to all His Subjects, as well to vin- 
dicate the legall procee dings of His Eccleſiaſticall Courts 
and Miniſters, from the unjuſt and ſcandalous imputation of 
Invading or Intrenching on His Royall Prerogatiue, as to ſet- 
tle the mindes, and ſtop the mouthes of all unquiet ſpirits, 
that for the future they preſume not to cenſure His Eccleſia. 
ſticall Courts or Miniſters in theſe their juſt and warranted 
proceedings: And hereof His Majeſtic admoniſheth all His 
Subjects to take warning, as they will anſwer the contrary 
at their perils.
